After three days of the most desperate 
fighting erer witnessed on this oontinent 
(so deolares a veteran regular offioer), the 
most desperate fighting against the most 
tremendous odds, in which day after day 
the multitudinous host of inraders were 
driven back past their own oamps, onr glo- 
rious Spartan band, from sheer exhaustion, 
has been borne down by a new avalanohe of 
reinforcements, piled upon the already 
enormous weight against which they have 
hitherto struggled with oomplete success, 
and has suffered one of those misfortunes 
whioh are oommon to war, but which entail 
no dishonor on our cause, and which will 
only animate to the most stern and undying 
resistance every true Southern heart. 

If these bloody barbarians, whose hands 
are now soaked to the elbows in the life 
blood of men defending their own homes 
and firesides, dream that they are now one 
inch nearer the subjugation of the South 
than when they started on their infernal 
mission, they prove themselves to be fools 
and madmen as well as savages and mar 
derers. They bave (aught us a lesson, we 
admil; they have admonished us to bo more 
wary and circumspect, to husband with 
greater oare our limited resources, and not 
to underrate our enemy. 

But they have also placed between them 
and us a gulf that can never be orossed by 
their arts or arms, and a universal determi- 
nation lo die, if die we must, for our 
oountry, but never permit to be subjugated 
by the most malignat, the most murderous, 
the meanest of mankind, whose name is at 
this very moment such a by-word of scorn 
and reproach throughout Europe, for their 
combined cruelty and cowardice, that their 
own embassadors oannot stand the scorn of 
the world’s oontempt, and are all anxiou 9 
to fly back to the Uhited States 

Their success at Fort Donelson, gained 
only by vast superiority of numbers, will 
only have the effect of converting the whole 
population of the South — men, women, and 
children — into an immense army, who will

XXXVIIth Congress— First Session. 

TUESDAY’S PROCEEDINGS. 

Washington, Feb. 25 — Senate.— On mo- 
tion of Mr. Fessenden, the vote agreeing to 
the report of the Committee of Conference 
on the Treasury note bill was reconsidered 
and the Senate disagreed to the report, and 
the bill was recommitted to the Committee 
of Conference 

Mr. Chandler presented a petition asking 
that John C. Fremont be appointed Lieut^ 
General of the army. 

Mr. Sumner, from the Committef^vRi 
Foreign Affairs, reported a resolution to 
carry into effect the convention between 
New Grenada and Co9ta Rica. Passed. 

Mr. Grimee offered a resolu ion asking 
the Scoretary of War whether any con. 
trade bad been made or steps taken towards 
a contract for the construotion of any rail- 
roads by tho War Department, and if so, 
by what authority and with whom, and by 
authority of what law they have been made. 

Mr. Wade, from the Committee on Terri- 
tories, reported baok the bill for the occu- 
pation and cultivation of certain ootten 
lands in possession of the United States. 

Mr. Hale offered an amendment limiting 
the appropriation to $200,000. Adopted. 

Mr. Carlisle said the bill involved some 
very important principles of tbe Constitu- 
tion and of expediency. He wanted time to 
examine it. He wanted to lay it on the 
table. 

Mr. Hale hoped they would p*as the bill 
and several others, especially bills of con- 
fiscation. There were thousands and mil- 
lions of dollars in this very oity belonging 
to rebels whioh ought to be attainted. 

On motion of Mr. Doolittle, the bill was 
postponed till to-morrow, and made the 
speoial order. 

Mr. Trumbull moved to lake up the bill 
for the confiscation of the property of the 
rebels. Within a few days the property of 
a rebel General had been sold, and the pro- 
ceeds transmitted to him, while we are im- 
posing a paper currency upon suffering sol- 
diers. It has been settled by the 8upreme 
Court, that Congress has the power to pass a 
confiscation bill. Government has the right 
to take persons who may be bound by con- 
traot, or take a child even, and draft it into 
the service of the government. The master 
cannot hold the slave by any stronger 
tenure. 

Mr. Pomeroy objeoted to the 34 seotion, 
whioh provides for colonization. He thought 
we could not afford to send out of the ooun-

Vast as is our armed navy, our oommercial 
marine is still greater, and effectual eon- 
voye would be out of the question. Tbe 
great sea routes of our commerce would 
swarm with American cruisers; and al- 
though our cruisers would probzbly commit 
enough havoo upon the American mercantile 
marine, they wonld be unable to proteot 
onr own. The oonsequenoe would be an 
immediate transfer of our over-sea earrying 
trade to French, Dutch, Danish and other 
neutral ships, se far as these oould perform 
it, and under whose flags the cargoes would 
be safe. But our own meroantile marine 
would disappear from the ooean, as no 
merohant would charter a ship liable to 
capture ae long as he oould get others.

The wioked truth is out at last ! Mexico 
is to be conquered — the Republio sup- 
pressed — an Austrian Prince seated oa the 
throne, propped up by French and Spanish 
bayonets, while an English fleet keeps guard 
along the coaat. The formal announcement 
was made yesterday in the morning and 
evening organs of — we will not say tha Min- 
istry, but the ruling faction in this coun- 
try. 

The pretenses by whioh this abominable 
enterprise is advocated are exaotly such as 
have been used in all ages by Ahabs who 
ooveted the vineyards of Naboths. Tyranny 
and anarohy — military usurpation and a 
mock Republic — a feeble Government and 
a' discontented people — the interests of civi- 
lization and the dutiee of euperior powers — 
the exoeilent character and the liberal dis- 
position of the future sovereign — are set 
forth as the ample justification of an act of 
invasion that is not even preoeded by the 
formality of a declaration of war. The wolf 
need hardly trouble kiautlf to justify his 
appetite for the lamb. 

What has England to do with all this? ' 
Nothing — but to go with the robbers to the 
door, and keep it fast while the orime is 
oommitted within. “She adheres,” we are 
told, “to the more limited construction of 
the convention.” But are not the three 
powers eqaally bjund by ths letter of that 
engagement? Is there any limited liability 
in the guilt of an expedition that begins by 
oolleoting bad debts, and goes on to appro- 
priate a whole oountry from sea to sea? 
It was bad enough that the flags of France 
and Eagland should fly side by side with 
that of elavehokling, slave dealing, fili- 
bnstering Spain. It will be infamons to 
continue the alliance now that wholesale 
brigandage is avowed as its designed resalt. 
The thing is alike destitute of principle and 
precedent.

Mr. Bright's Speech. 

Mr. Bright’s speech at the festival of the 
Birmingham Chamber of Commerce gives 
tbe intervention nonsense hard knooks. 
The newspapers which, till lately, have 
olamored for the interference of the Gov- 
ernment to break the blockade, have as- 
sumed that tbe United btates are toe 
enfeebled to punish an affront. These 
journals have oounseled the Government in 
the magnanimous spirit of the burlesque old 
ballad: 

“Father and mother and I, 

Aud three great lusty men, 

Beat a poor little boy 
Till he conld neither go nor stand.’’ 

Mr. Bright shows that it is a great biun» 
der to suppose the United States can be in- 
sulted and injured without risk. He soouts 
the idea that England is to “go upon this 
prinoiple; that you find a man whom you 
were all very civil to when he had not met 
with an accident, and when his limbs were 
all sound, but who has sustained a brokon 
arm, which arm is tied up in a sling, and so 
on, and you c»n meddle with him without 
danger.” He exposes the egregious folly of 
supposing that the United States can be 
trampled upon at pleasure. He shows that 
the free population of the loyal 8tates is as 
great now as that of the wifole oountry was 
in 1850, aad that 99 percent of the mari- 
time wealth belongs to the North. Mr. 
Bright tells the English people that as they 
would not have thought it a harmless 
experiment to pick a quarrel with the 
United States in 1850, it is better not to try 
it now. 

Mr. Bright, in a few pregnant sentences, 
exposes the absurdity of the oomplaints of 
the inefficiency of the blockade. If it is not 
efiioient, why is each a hullabaloo raised 
about the misohief it inflicts ?’ Cotton in 
Liverpool is worth more than three times its 
price in New Orleans. How can this be, if 
it is comparatively easy to run the blook- 
ade ? The fact that goods are sold in tbe 
South at from five to ten times their ordi- 
nary prioes, is an unassailable proof that 
the blookade is a reality. Mr. Bright says 
that there was never in history a blockade 
at once so extensive and so effective.

She will prooably pro- 
ceed to sea without a oonsort or tender, and 
will, at the earliest possible moment, be put 
to t>*e test required in the oontraot, before 
the strongest rebel fortification whioh can 
be got at. The first warning whioh the 
rebels will receive of the exact destination 
of this terrible “Monitor” will b» in the 
shape of an iron globe weighing about ISO 
tbs. The oommand of the battery has been 
given to Lient. Worden, U. 8. N., and she 
will be manned by experienced gunners 
and seamen. — Journal of Commerce, 2'ld. 



Gov. Wright Appointed Senator im 
Place of Bright. — We are authorized to 
announce that Ex-Governor Joseph A 
Wright has been appointed by Governor 
Morton to fill-the seat in the United States 
Seuate made vaoant by ths expulsion of 
Jesse D. Bright. The pressure on our col- 
umns this morning compels us to defer the 
comments suggested by this fit and just ap> 
pointmeqt. It is enough to say that it was 
demanded by the loyal men of all parlies 
with an unanimity never witneesed before 
in reference to any appointment; that Gov 
Wright’s early and uncompromising advo- 
cacy of the suppression of the rebellion at 
all hazards, his eminenoe as a oitizen, and 
the hostility so pointedly direotedat him by 
the late disloyal Convention, made his ap.

Raising the Blockade — Tha London 
Times of the Gth, received by the Bohemian, 
has an editorial devoted to Mr. Bright, in 
whioh it remarks:

Gen. Chefkin, 
the Russian Director of Pablic Ways and 
Buildings, thus writes of the ultimate pur- 
pose entertained: 

“Indeed, the onion of the Old and New 
Worlds we must expeet to see executed and 
obtained by way of the Paoifio Ocean, 
whioh, in my opinion, will soon appear to 
be the only way practicable, and which 
alone oan satisfy the general expectation, 
particularly as the Russian Government 
offers so many inducements by its vast plan 
of telegraphs begun and to be carried on 
without intermission through Siberia.” 

It will be remembei ed that Col Romanc IT, 
who is Chief of Telegraph! for Eastern Si- 
beria, spent last autumn in thie oountry, 
examining our long lines of Western tele- 
graphs.
